6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-16, 23 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1, 1 1, 23 and 30, parameters /x and N are not defined. 

In claim 1, it appears that "/i2" on line 13 should be "/i/2". 

Claims (if any) depended on above claims are therefore also rejected.

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 17-20 and 24-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bingham (6,035,000). 

As per claims 17, 24, 31 and 32, see figures 1 and 12, and col. 4, line 16 to col. 6, line 8 
and col. 13, line 7 to col. 14, line 22, Bingham discloses a method and associated system (figure 
12) comprising: 

step/means (IFFT) for deriving a time domain symbol from plurality of frequency 
components of a frequency domain symbol; 

step/means (FILTERING (46)) for reducing the frequency content of the time domain 
symbol wherein after the filtering, pulse shape of the time domain symbol inherently would be 
changed, and out-of-band interference and/or crosstalk from other adjacent channels (if occurred) 
would inherently be reduced (see col. 14, lines 13-15); 

step/means (WINDOW (46)) for windowing the time domain symbol wherein the out-of- 
band interference and/or crosstalk inherently would be further reduced. 

Bingham does not disclose that the step/means (WINDOW (46)) is performed after the 
step/means (FILTERING (46)). However, since both of these steps are for reducing out-of-band 
signals, it would have been obvious that one skilled in the art, when building Bingham invention, 
within his skills, could implement step/means (WINDOW (46)) is performed prior to or after the

step/means (FILTERING (46)), in order to reduce out-of-band signals, without changing the 
overall system performance. 

Further regarding to claim 32, in Bingham, a transmit modem is inherently included for 
transmitting the time domain symbol on a transmission channel and a receiving modem is 
inherently included at the other end of the transmission channel for receiving the time domain 
symbol (see figure 1). 

As per claims 18 and 25, Bingham discloses step/means (ADD CYCLIC PREFIX) for 
adding a cyclic extension the time domain symbol (see figure 12). 

As per claims 19 and 26, Bingham discloses that step/means (ADD CYCLIC PREFIX) 
adds a cyclic prefix to the time domain symbol (see col. 14, lines 6-12). 

As per claims 20 and 27, in Bingham, since that step/means (ADD CYCLIC PREFIX) is 
performed prior to step/means (WINDOW, FILTERING (46)), the cyclic extension of the time 
domain symbol inherently is pulse-shaped after the performance of step/means (WINDOW, 
FILTERING (46)). 



10. Claims 21, 22, 28 and 29 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

1 1 . Claims 1-16 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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12. Claims 23 and 30 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims.
